Doctor. Grafts 225 Inches cf Porker*! 
Cuticle on Patient 

£r. Hamilton Browning, teacher of 
clinical surgery in the University of 
Virginia hospital, has* succeeded la 
grafting, the skin of a two months old 
pig upon a large surface of ono of the 
patients under his charge, 

As a general rule, grafting Is made 
by taking the skin from the body of 
the person upon -whom the graft is to 
be made, or from the bodies of the 
generous persons who are not afraid 
of a little, pain. Dr.' Browning, -how- 
ever; could use neither of these meth- 
ods, as the surface tor be grafted cov- 
ered 225 square Inches or area on the 
thigh of the young man patient; who 
had been Injured la a railway acci- 
dent "" > • 

Two weeks: elapsed before the 
wound was ready for the operation. 
The treatment to which tho pig was 
subjected was thorough It no more. 
First tho anlmnl was shaved and 
washed wl th warm water and green 
soap. -Then It was rewaahed'la the 
same way. and a thick coat of tho 
green' soap was ajlowed to Temaln upon 
it for four hours. Next it was given 
another thorough scrubbing with green 
soap and alcohol. After this Its body 
"B-as inclosed with a strong bichloride 
of mercury'' poultice, which was left 
on -for ton hours,. 

On the day the grafting began tho 
pig was chloroformed and thin Bhav* 
I rigs of skin were taken from, it and 
..gently pressed upon the patlont'B 
wound by a nurse. Tho whole opera- 
tion required several daya,- bilt the re- 
sult was perfect. Within a few months 
the young man bad' a, whole skin, had 
passed a rigid examination for life 
Insurance and had resumed his work.

'..'Sixty-three 1 persons wore killed, most 
of them being roasted to. death by escap- 
ing steam, nnd HCventyhve Injured, many 
fatally, when passenger train No. 32,' the 
"DiiqucHiio Limited,", on.; the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad, wns wrecked "at 7:30 
Wednesday night a mile mid a half, from 
ConnellsYillc, ';Pu. The train was torn 
to pieces, the mall and baggage curs 
wero hurled down a 30-foot embankment 
into, tho Youghjoghcny river, tho sleeping 
and dining' en ra were thrown partway 
down the bank and most. "of them were 
burned by the fire set by.iho englue. The-' 
locomotive Itnelt wrie- torn to fragments 
and tlie' pieces tit town'' into tho river. 

.Hours were consumed : In reselling tbe 
bodies of tlie dend and tlie Injured vic- 
tims from the debris. D.iiriug the great- 
er part of this time nearly everybody 
nblo to reach the "scene, of the disaster 
had displayed ,lhe greatest heroism. 
Scarcely bad the. bodies been' laid out. In 
rows ou tlie .bank, however, wben thlevcB 
begau to rob the dead of jewelry and 
other valuables. 
Unrna Hla C*at to Save Other Trala. 

Buggagem aster Thomas J. Bnum of 
Hnzlewood proved Hie nrchlicro of the 
occasion; Ills bond and body were fear- 
fully, cut In tho wreck, but- la tho mo- 
ment of his injury he remembered that 
j west- bound passenger train No, 40 was 
about due. It It ran into the wreckage 
there would be auotlicr catastrophe. He 
had nothing with which to, signal except 
matches'. 

Crawling out from under 'the debris 
that Imprisoned him' for a time, Bnum 
ran down the track, pulled off his coat 
nnd stood ready for' the approach of No. 
40. When he saw the headlight break 
through the darkness lie struck a match, 
lighted a sleeve of hta coat arid then 
• wayed the flaming. garment, as a warning 
I to the oncoming engineer. 

The signal wns sectr nnd heeded, No. 
40 stopped within a foot of Bnum and 
within a short distance of the pile of 
debris. 

' The wrecked train was running cast 
from Pittsburg at a rate, of sixty miles 
an hour, It ; etruck an obstruction of 
lumber 011 n curve' near Dnwson.- 

.Most of those killed were* foreigners 
who were in the smoker, just back ot tlie 
baggage cor. They were literally roast- 
ed' to death, tbo bnggngc and smoker 
telescoping the engine and Immediately 
catching fire. Many of their bodies wero 
burned to a crisp. The entire population 
turned oat en. manse to nsslst Iu caring 
for the living and Jn disposing of the 
deyl. A peculiar feature of tho accident 
Is tlie fact thnt not a woman was injur- 
ed except sllahtly, 
1, mutter from PretcM - Causes Wreck. 

Tho wreck wns caused by the break- 
lng of the castings on- a car load of 
bridge timbers on a west-bound freight 
train which had passed Laurel Run not 
more than fifteen mluutos before the IU* 
fated passenger train. The wreck occur- 
red ou a curve nnd it was Impossible for 
Engineer Thorntey to ace far enough 
ahead to detect the timbers thnt had 
fallen. 

The big Atlantic type engine plunged 
Into tho timbers, then into the embank- 
ment and the bnggnge and express car 
were throwu Ifito tho Youghlogheny riv- 
er. The smoker, folio wed tha engine nnd 
landed squarely on top of St. This al- 
lowed tlie eKCuping steam from the cuglue 
to fill the car. 

The smoker wns packed to its utmost 
capacity and all the passengers were 
cooked alive. Not a single passenger In 
this car escaped , with bis life, and It is 
estimated that at least forty of the dead 
were in the smoker. 

An operator at "TU" tower on the 
rittsburg and Lake Eric Railroad, across 
tho Youghioghcny river, was the first to 
Hcud word of tho accident nnd to send 
for relief. He waB watchlng^Uie Dn- 
qiicsne limited as it was speeding along 
tho Baltimore arid Ohio tracks. lie saw 
tho.cnn) 'pile. high in tho air and then sink 
back on the tracks.

State Supreme Con rt;II old* Supervisor* 
of Aeacsamenta Not Untitled to Par. 
A decision rendered hy.the State Su- 
preme Court. in a case carried up from 
Lake County has a bearing ou ever)* 
county In tho State, and menus tho loss 
of thousands of dollars to present and 
former county treasurers nnd the saving 
to tho counties of an count amount. It 
was the spit' brought by tjjo widow .of 
former Treasurer John ijFobte of Wauke- 
gun to recover money claimed for. duties 
performed- as supervisor of assessments, 
a special ofllcc created -by the Legisla- 
ture In 1SD8. While the law stated that 
the supervisor was to have compensa- 
tion, : no amount was fixed. None of the 
. county treasurers cared to begin proceed- 
ings while ho was in office, but In the 
Lake County case the death of Mr. Fbote 
(.•hanged things, and bis widow, having 
no favors to ask, claimed $U00 for work 
done.
